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IN MEMORIUM 
George Caffrey, W3J00, died 17 Jan 81 at 73 vears 


George was a member of the QCWA, ARRL, and The 
Phil-Mont Mobile Radio Club. He was a musician of 
many years in jazz bands and until 1940 was a Musi« 
Cian and Arranger in the Mounted Band of the Army in 
Washington, D.C. When WWII broke out the Army ordered 
him to duty and he became a radio opverator, princival- 
ly The Operator in the Headquarter of the 3rd Armored. 
(This meant sending and copying at high speeds, in a 
2% ton 6 x 6, frequently finding themselves ahead of 
the Front. This out fit probably fought more than 
Patton did. 


After WWII he became interwsted in sailboats, 
and owned two, the latest being GRAY MIST, a ketch-rig 
which cruised from Montauk to the Florida Keys. 


George became Rear Commander of the United States 
Power Squadron as head of the Radio Technical Commit- 
tee. He also had a voice in the Radio Technical Com- 
mission for Marine Services, where the FCC, ship owners, 
manufactureres, etc., planned the discontinuance of the 
old 2182 kHz. while going to a much imvroved mode of 
communication on VHF/FM on 156.8 MHz. and others. 


George will be sorely missed by Phil-Mont as 
well as the USPS.

CABLE TV SYSTEMS, now expanding rapidly into many major urban areas, 
are posing a potential threat to Amateur Radio operations. Since 
they are supposed to be closed (non-radiating) systems, many utilize 
the VHF spectrum from 50 to 225 MHz for their multi-channel content, 
providing subscribers with continuous tuning converters to vermit 
them to tune in cable channels outside the standard 12-channel VHF 
TV band. This put some cable-carried signals into the Amateur (as 
well as aircraft and public safety) bands, and when systems leak(an 
all-too-common occurrence due to corrosion, loose connectors, or 
cable damage) interference to Amateur Radio operations can result. 
Cases of cable-system interference on Amatevr repeater invuts have 
been documented. 

AMATEUR INTERFERENCE TO CABLE RECEPTION is the obverse side. Cable 
subscribers who have paid to watch cable material heing transmitted 
within an Amatevr Band aren't likely to be very sympathetic when 
poorly shielded converters pick up Amatevr Radio signals that wipe 
out their programs. The cable interference issue has come to a head 
in Richland, Washington, where Amateurs (and others) have thus far 
successfully opposed Teleprompter's efforts to oven its transmis- 
sions across the VHF svectrum. Forty to fifty Amateurs were at the 
Richland City Council Meeting 19 January to testify along with un- 
happy cable subscribers and an airline pilot about radiation and 
poor system performance. They convinced the Council to vote against 
the expansion, and Teleprompter is required to improve its verfor- 
mance and report back O03 March. 

ARRL HAS BEEN WATCHING the development of potential problems from 
cable TV, and would like to hear from any Amateur who has difficul- 
ties with interference to and from cable TV systems. Because cable 
TV is a regulated utility, cable system operators are required to 
take care of problems with their systems.
